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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The limitation which is primarily responsible for distinguishing the claims of this 
application over the prior art is the limitation concerning the antenna formed by an 
electrically conductive inner surface of an antenna airbag as recited in independent 
claim 1 , the only independent claim of this application. Motivation for combining this 
limitation with the other recited limitations was not found in the prior art
